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As the following liſt is by no means ſup- 
poſed to compriſe a complete collection of 


books uſeful in this ſcience, for many more 
doubtleſs, may be added with advantage, 
ſome of which have probably eſcaped my 
own memory, ſo neither are all the books 
contained in it conſidered as neceſſary to 
every ſtudent. 


My deſign has rather deen to point out 


ſo many as my own perſonal knowledge and 
reading would ſupply of ſuch as may be 
moſt ſerviceable, that younger ſtudents, 
literate perſons eſpecially, may fee, how 


much it is in the reach of the moſt retired _ 


ſituation to procure valuable helps in their 


inquiries upon every important article of 


their profeſſion ; as there are few, if any 
places, in which the ſhops will not afford 


ſome of the books ranged under each of 


the following heads, 2A 
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The prices too, which, at my requeſt, 
have been here marked by a Bookſeller of 
conſiderable eminence, will ſhew them, that 
the narroweſt income will not wholly pre- 
clude the ſtudent from the means of ac- 
quiring thoſe aids, which are to be derived 
from the works of able and learned Divines. 
It has likewiſe been my wiſh, if it may 
be, to reſcue from negle&t ſome books of 
prime merit in point of argument and eru- 
dition; a neglect, to which the cheapneſs 
of them now in no ſmall degree contributes. 


With regard to the diſtinguiſhing cha- 


racter of theſe books, my principal object 
has been in the 7wo jir/t claſſes to ſelect ſuch 
only as are moſt obviouſly employed in 
maintaining the fundamental doctrines of 
our faith, and in vindicating and illuſtra- 


ting the articles, rites, and ceremonies of _ 


the Church of England, avoiding carefully 
ſuch as avowedly controvert thoſe doc- 
trines, rites, and ceremonies, or indirectly 
oppoſe them. 

If to the Philoſophers of the preſent day, 
it ſhould ſeem, that I wiſh to narrow the 
grounds of liberal inquiry, and to pre- 
judicate queſtions of importance, I beg it 
may be obſerved, that this liſt is intended 

for their uſe chiefly, who, upon a convic- 
tion

tion already formed, have engaged, or are 
deſirous to engage themſelves © to preach 


the faith and diſcipline of the Church of 
England againſt all oppoſers &.“ | 


J am not, it will be remembered, giving 


my directions or advice upon the means 
and mode of acquiring this conviction, nor 
am 1 laying down the firſt principles and 
inſtitutes of Divinity. They, who have 
been educated in an Univerſity, have neither 
wanted the means of information, nor the 
aſſiſtance requiſite; and literate perſons, 
who have not had theſe advantages, yet if 
they have any degree of attention to their 
duty, and any ability for the profeſſion 
they are to undertake, cannot fail to have 


— 


themſelves. 5 => 
If 1n this examination they find nothing 
repugnant in one to the others, nothing in 


the Scriptures repugnant to their general 


apprehenſions of the Deity and his attri- 
butes, nothing in our articles and liturgy 
contradictory to the general tenor of thoſe 
Scriptures, their conviction is, I conceive, 
fairly and honeſtly founded. If there are

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who think, this principle not broad enough, 
they will do well to look to tlie neceſſary 


conſequences, to which an extenſion of it 


will lead, before they conclude that nothing 
leſs than an accurate and a comparative 
view of every religious perſuaſion and opi- 
nion will juſtify a preference to any one. 
For, upon this ſuppoſition, with the un- 
learned there is an end of all and every 
religion; and, indeed, with the learned 
themſelves, till they are ſure, that they can 
learn no more, Upon this ſuppoſition, neither 
he that ſhould teach, nor he that ſhould be 


taught, muſt venture upon practice of any 


kind, till it is clear, that he is beyond the 
reach of further information, Knowledge 
itſelf will thus become uſeleſs, becauſe it is 
progreſſive; and the buſineſs of this as well 
as of the future life muſt ſtand fill, leſt in 
either caſe it ſhould not be conducted with 
perfect accuracy; a conſequence as little 
conſiſtent with the avowed imperfection of 
human knowlege, as with the known, 1 in- 
tereſts of mankind. 

But I repeat it, my deſign is not here to 
produce, or procure a profeſſion of faith; 
but to put into the hands of thoſe, who 


have already formed their judgment, ſuch 


authors as will beſt enable them ſo to ex- 
| plain 


* 


plain and defend the reaſonableneſs and cer- 


tainty of that profeſſion, as becomes thoſe, 
who undertake to be teachers in Religion. 


I would not however be underſtood in fo. 


great a variety of books, ſome of which I 
muſt of courſe be ſuppoſed to recommend 
from a judgment formed of them many 
years ſince, as I do others, which have 
fallen later into my hands rather from a 
general examination, than an accurate ſtudy 
of them, to commit myſelf upon every 
| ſentiment, or opinion which may occur in 
them, ſtill leſs upon the juſtneſs of all and 
of every of the arguments adduced, in the 
ſelection of which few authors are ſuffi- 
ciently correct; though in a general view I 
will venture to promiſe, that there are few, 


if any, from which even the learned may 


not reap advantage, and I hope none, which 


will not contribute to ſupply the younger 


ſtudent with a ſure ſupport againſt the im- 
becillity of perpetual doubt, with an ef- 
fectual remedy againſt that affectation of 
liberality, which beginning in vanity ends 
in irreligion, and with a fund of ſound ar- 
gumentation in anſwer to that variety of 
objection to the great doctrines of our 
faith, as well as to the purity of our 
8 eſtabliſhment 
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eſtabliſhment, with which the preſs at pre- 


ſent abounds. 

Not that I wiſh to preclude any one 
from the means of reading the objections 
of Socinians or Infidels againſt our faith, 
or the crude cavils of others againſt our 
Liturgy, who either from an ignorance of 
its hiſtory, and want of knowledge in the 


ſenzjiments and language of contemporary 


writers, underſtand not its merits, or who 
from an eager deſire of the popularity to be 
obtained from the intereſted liberality of 
our public prints, and an unſtable judg- 


ment, have ſacrificed that ſobriety of con- 


duct, which alone can adorn the doctrine, 
or liturgy of any religion. | 
Nor do I wiſh thoſe, who have the 
talents requiſite, to decline any conteſt in 
which Truth and Virtue are intereſted : On 
the contrary, whilſt the very, ſun ſeems 
darkened by the multitude of arrows aimed 
at our religion and eſtabliſhment; whilſt 


we ſee thoſe who eat our bread and walk 


with us in the houſe of God as friends, 
diſtinguiſhed in the lines of the enemy, 1 
have thought it not unſeaſonable to point 
to a ſupply of arms, many of which were 
the admiration and ornament of the times 


producing them, and which however negli- 


gently

gently laid by, as the inſtruments of a tem- 
porary triumph, will be found upon due 
attention to be a ſure and perpetual defence 
of our faith and church, ſo long as their 
ſafety ſhall reſt upon the ſtrength and force 
of argument. 

: With regard therefore to thoſe to whom 
I addreſs this liſt, I have not judged it more 
a matter of expedience, than I have felt,a 
point of duty, to ſubmit to them the beſt 
inventory of the kind in my power; and I 
ſhall feel no ſmall comfort, if I ſhall con- 


tribute to leſſen, or even to prevent an in- 


_ creaſe in the number of thoſe, who having 
ſubſcribed to the truth of our articles, and

by a public declaration ſolemnly pledged 


themſelves to the rubrical uſe of our 
Liturgy, avow their doubts upon the law- 
fulneſs and propriety, of any eſtabliſhment, 
make a profeſſion of Chriſtianity without 
giving their approbation to any actual 
mode of Chriſtian worſhip, and by the 
neglect of various parts of our own, forget 
a truſt committed to them, and undertaken 
by them in the moſt deliberate manner, and 


under the moſt awful ſanction; and who + 


whilſt they make a conſcientious merit of 
not repeating and not* conforming, to prin- 
ciples and a liturgy, which they no longer 

approve,

approve, feel no apparent compunction in 
receiving the wages and influence derived to 
them from the eſtabliſhment, which they 


thus deceive and betray: a conduct, which 


in matters merely civil, would be repro- 


bated by every order of ſociety; but in 


matters of ſacred concern, a conduct of 
this kind holds out to the world a conſi- 
deration of the worſt influence upon the 
minds of thoſe, who have been taught to 
expect from their Clergy an example, as 
well as a rule of life; namely, that it is 
poſſible to hold high our pretenſions to a 
peculiar zeal for the purity and ſimplicity 


of the doctrines of the Goſpel, and yet find 


a way to diſgrace the purity and ſimplicity 
of its precepts, and break through the 
ſtrongeſt obligations, which Religion and 
Morality can impoſe. 

If I have been ſparing in the uſe of 
books, the authors of which are living, it 
has been amongſt other obvious reaſons, 


becauſe they are daily in the judgment of 


the public, with whom thoſe of merit will g 


ſpeak beſt for themſelves. - 
With regard to Dr. Townſon and Dr, 


Burgh, it "had been diſreſpectful to the 
Univerſity of Oxford to have omitted, in 


a catalogue recommended to Students in

Divinity, works, to which Convocation 
has given ſo diſtinguiſhing a mark of 
approbation. 
Michaelis' lectures on the books of the 
New Teſtament are particularly calculated 
for young ſtudents, as is Biſhop Percy's Key 
to the ſame for thoſe of a narrow income 
from its inconſiderable price. Mr. Gray's 
Key to the Old Teſtament is on the ſame 
accounts highly uſeful and commodious, 
and probably under the future reviſions 
of the learned author will be more ſo. 
I have added it to this liſt becauſe I think 
it probable, that in many parts of my 
dioceſe it may not be ſufficiently known. 

In that part of my dioceſe in which 
Roman Catholics moſt abound, Mr. 
Shuttieworth's Lectures on Pope Pius' 
Creed will, I doubt not, have much of the 
uſe and effects intended by its very exem- 
plary and learned author. 

| Upon the ſubject of Eccleſiaſtical Hiſtory 
I have been leſs able to ſatisfy myſelf, than 
I could have wiſhed, from the difficulty of 
finding any one continued hiſtory for the 
ſpace of ſeventeen or eighteen centuries, 
which 1s not greatly too voluminous, as 


that of Tillemont, for general a That

of Moſheim, which moſt obviouſly occurs 


is, I think, in many points very exception- 


able; and he, as well as his tranſlator, muſt 


be conſidered as adverſe to the Church of 


England. I have recommended Dupin's 


Abridgement as being, upon the whole, that 
which I think moſt accurate and uſeful, 
becauſe the errors of a profeſſed Papiſt can 
in theſe times ſeldom, if ever, affect the 
opinions. of a Proteſtant Clergyman ; and 
in the hiſtory of the Reformation, where 
there is the moſt danger, any miſrepreſen- 


tation may eaſily be ſet right by our own . 


Hiſtorians and Divines. 
In the 7Zhrd claſs intended principally to 
inlarge the outlines of ſtudy for thoſe, who 


having left our Univerſities for parochial 


cures, have not ſo readily the opportunities 
of inquiring after the books, which they 
want upon the topics of their Profeſſion, 
the ſame care to ſelect, or reject books 
avowedly in defence of particular doctrines, 


or particular eſtabliſhments, was not ne- 


ceſſary. As this claſs evidently belongs only 
to men of conſiderable proficiency in learn- 
ed attainments, I have thought it uſeful to 


point out the principal books of almoſt 


every religious perſuaſion.

The earlier Fathers, if carefully examined, 
will be the beſt witneſſes of the doctrines, 
which obtained in the primitive ages of 
Chriſtianity as well as of the Eccleſiaſtical 
Orders and rules, which have the authority 
of Apoſtolic inſtitution; and from theſe, 
together with the Scriptures, to which they 
may ſerve as occaſional interpreters, will be 
beſt deduced the merits and demerits of 
the general ſyſtems of Chriſtian Theology 
to be found at the cloſe of this liſt.
